In 
which lie w.v hunting in bravado, Pmap Singh remained with Jawahtr Smgh, the new chlertiiin ''A the Jits, ii' 
i.ybS jawnhir Singh insuUed the Jeypore chief by marching, withotit intimation of his inteiuio!i. tlirough hisSiot , 
the holy bke of Pttshknr near Ajmeo;, batliing in rheUvatera of \vhich is repulctl to f^ave Uie wa, to 
hcaven. .On hb r-.-tum joufney he wns attacked by the Rajjmu^ of the State he had insulted, and dcfeaied7&i 
Mtutneb-Mandboli in the Tunrawnii Htijs. 6o miles north of Jeyjiore, The vicioty was, in agheat iwmstire, tine to 
the transfer hy iYatap Singh of his snp[»Dncrs to the side of hi^ liege*lord on the eve of the l^aitle. Ik- was 
inoved to this either by the insult to his country, which a R.ijpui could ill bear, or being tired of ‘eating the bitt* f 
bread of baiiislmaene" by his desire to becomi' rcconciletl W’ith his own sovereign. However this may Ih;, Matiho

Tiatap Singh now resumed his position ni the jeypt:-re f'nfn, aiul inicaint: even more inliuctitiaJ than lieforu, 
by the aif.l of Kushali Ram Bobra. his principal agent and shairr o''" his exile,’who h?.d 'ow become, with the title 
A ^‘A^^^httmtnc dts affaires or Prime Minister of the State, H s j-MIcy woi;k*1;^ «aitlrelj in ihe interest of hii 
fornter pulton. His object was to get rid of a rival and ravouriit; t>f the Qum n Rt.-gent, known aa ihe Philwtin, 
or ctepham ilriver, from his fomTer profession, rnd he hojied tu effect this by.' proincjitJig genera! confustito. of 
which Pratap Singh fully avatied liim^tf. 


In the frsi place, the Raja made himself psmmouni in his own immediate neighbourhood, and built forts ^ 
kijpur, Mivllkherd, and odter places in the south-'W’esi of Ulwar.’’ Up to jybS he jp|:H;ars to have majn on good 
tiiruTs with Jfypi>re, as he was in chaTge of the heir of the State w'ben he went to BEkanir to be married: but 
ahortly afterwards he began \u set for himself, ami trveti in a \ e;iror two aeked and held a number of [ilaces 
belonging to |iiy|>ore on the borders of hk family estate. 'I’licic, however, h- had to give up some years later.

or swre-rooni. It has only been possible to illustrate a few ot ibe 
most rare or most artistic of the Ueasures displayed for the 
admiration if not envy of the guests of the Maharaja; and some of 
the most intrinsically valuable articles have been omitted as, 
although they represupt a great amount of gold, they are neither 
very useful nor ornamental. The days however are pacing by
